SIERRA CLUB SUPPORTS INNER 
CITY DEVELOPMENT 

We appreciate SEF’s article on 
Edmonton’s Downtown East Project 
public meeting (“New look for old 
neighborhood,” April 20), and its 
attempts to fairly present Sierra Club 
Canada’s concerns along with con- 
straints under which the City feels 
obliged to operate. 

One message stressed in our inter- 
view was unfortunately omitted 
The Sierra Club Canada Prairie 





Chapter strongly supports inner city 
and brownfield development and 
discourages sprawl at the city 
periphery. We are in support of 
redevelopment of the Downtown 
East area. 

There are, of course, caveats; 
redevelopment must first not do 
harm to existing residents or their 
community. 

It has not been apparent that the 
social dimension has been upper- 
most in the planning process to date. 
Concerns we've raised to the City 
include: treating all citizens with 
equal respect—owners, renters and 
the homeless have equal standing; 
putting local residents on the Advi- 
sory Committee; ensuring adequate 
affordable housing post-develop- 
ment at rents comparable to present; 
providing transition housing during 
development; integrating social 
agencies in the plan; characterizing 
and providing for the homeless resi- 
dents; maintaining a sense of “com- 
munity.” 

Edmonton planners are to be 
commended for their response in 
recognizing and including many of 
these social obligations, but there is 
much to be done. 

Certainly no one expects any revi- 
talization plan to “solve” homeless- 
ness, for example; but we ask that 
the process admit it into discussion 
and attempt to address what most 
would consider a fundamental civic 
responsibility.

CUTS LIKE A 
KNIFE, FEELS 
SO RIGHT 


PRIME MINISTER STEPHEN HARPER 
took a page from the George W. 
Bush play book with Tuesday’s 
budget, with a claimed $20 billion in 
tax cuts to come over the next two 
years. The 2006-07 budget has a 
razor-thin margin of error: a surplus 
of only $600 million is projected 
(compare that to the $8 billion sur- 
plus expected out of the Liberal’s 
2005-06 budget). 

If the U.S. economy take a down- 
turn, or commodity prices take a 
jump, or if the record high loonie kill 
our export sectors, we could soon be 
back deficit-land. 

But don’t worry! You'll have more 
cash! Got a job? You get a $500 
employment credit on your taxes 
this year, and a $1000 credit next 
year.

lature. French oil firm Total SA start- 
ed talking about nuclear power in 
Fort McMurray last fall.

City tops in transparency 


Microsoft purchase may be required 


THE CITY OF EDMONTON'S WEB SITE IS 
a great democratic tool. It lets you 
see what's happening at the next 
meeting, or how your councillor 
voted at the last one. Click the “city 
government” link at the top of the 
page, then the “meetings and agen- 
das” link on the left sidebar, and 
presto—you can easily obtain and 
read most of the documents city 
councillors bring to their public 
meetings. 

Unfortunately for those who use 
Apple machines—23 per cent of all 
computer users—the system only 
works some of the time. 

You can download an agenda, 
open it, and read the basics, like 
what will be discussed at the meet- 
ing. But, if you want the reports that 
guide councillor’s decisions, and 
which you pay for through your 
taxes, you're rolling the dice. Those 
documents only load occasionally 
depending on how they are linked 
in the Microsoft Word-format agen- 
da documents on the City site 

Ask the city about this issue and 
if your experience matches mine, 
you'll be shuffled through a number 
of “support” people who insist the 


problem is “not in my area” until 
you get someone w ho tells vou, 
unhelpfully, that it “could be a fire- 
wall issue” and to “talk to your net- 
work administrator 

I had almost accepted the City’s 


logic that, as an Apple user, I’m just 
part of a sniveling 2.3 per cent of 
web-users who should either like it 
or lump it. In fact, the City Clerk’s 
office puts our number even lower. 
“It’s about 12 or 15 of you in the 


Memorial counts 
“erased” workers 


TWO LONG YELLOW RIBBONS WERE 
slowly unspooled down the grand 
steps inside Edmonton’s City Hall, 
while over 100 labour supporters 
observed a long moment of silence 

The cause for the occasion was the 
April 28 National Day of Mourning 
for workers killed on the job. The 
ribbons carried the names of 143 
workers killed on the job in Alberta 
last year—the highest number of 
accidental deaths on the job since 
1982. 

“Workers go to work now, expect- 
ing to be hurt or injured on the job,” 
Coun. Dave Thiele told the crowd, 
as he endorsed the day of remem- 
brance on Edmonton city council's 
behalf. - 

Alberta’s high number of fatalities 
in 2005 was surpassed only during 
the last oil boom, when an average 
158 workers were killed every year 
from 1978 to 1982, and in 1914: when 
221 workers were killed on the job. 
(In 1914, 189 of those 221 deaths 
were directly attributed to the Hill- 
crest Mine disaster.) 

Alberta Federation of Labour 
(AFL) head Gil McGowan estimates 
the true number of workplace acci- 
dents to total “more than 550 souls,” 
since the official number only counts 


media, I would say,” spokeswoman 
Alayne Sinclair told me. 

“The primary users are the City

CITY SITE EXCLUDES 17 PER CENT 

Maybe everyday folk don’t mind 
that the City Clerk’s office isn’t inter- 
ested in giving media the same 
access to public documents as its 
own employees. Unfortunately, a 
short investigation reveals I’m not 
alone. as instructed by City support 
people, I asked one of our network 
administrators (I'll call him “tech 
guy”) about the problems I was 
experiencing. 

According to the information 
“tech guy” provided, and the latest 
software usage stats, a vast number 
of computer users—up to 17 per 
cent—may not have the equipment 
needed to use the city’s potentially 
wonderful web tool. 

Wow. The city isn’t serving nearly 
one in five computer users? 

Tech guy broke it down witha 
nice analogy. First, there are two 
ways to define links in documents: 
with specific addresses or local ones. 

“Local addressing is like telling 
someone ‘go to the corner, turn left, 
go three blocks, and it’s the second 
building on the right,’” he said 

“This works fine if you always use 
the same starting point. Turn them 
around and vive them the same 

lirections, and they'll end up some- 
place completely different. Specific 
addressing is like telling someone 
‘SEE Magazine is at Suite 200, 10275 
Jasper Avenue.’ They'll be able to 
find it no matter where they start or 


deaths reported by the Worker's

Notably, farm related accidents 
and deaths are not included in the 
official tally because most farms and 
farmers do not qualify for WCB cov- 
erage. McGowan said he knew of 17 
unreported, work related deaths 
from farm sites in Alberta, two of 
those involving children. He also 
cited Alberta Cancer Board statistics 
outlining another 400 unreported 
workplace related deaths due to 
exposure to noxious air pollutants 
like Benzene, coal-dust, and second- 
hand cigarette smoke. 

“Ina very real sense, these work- 
ers have been erased,” he said of 
their omission from WCB figures. 

Saying the province only has 86 
government safety inspectors to 
cover over 150,000 worksites, and 
only rarely levies fines, Foster drew a 
direct line between Alberta's 
deplorable record on workplace 
injuries and deaths and lax enforce- 
ment. 

“It doesn’t have to be this way. In 
Ontario, between 1999 and 2004, 
their government prosecuted 2,392 

employers for health and safety 
infractions. During the same five 
year period here in Alberta, how

But those addresses 
assume you're using Microsoft Win- 
dows, Microsoft Word, and 
Microsoft Internet Explorer. If you 
don’t have that combo you could be 
out of luck. 

“No other browser in either Win- 
dows or OS X seems to do [embed- 
ded local addresses], not even Inter- 
net Explorer for OS X,” tech guy 
added, surprised at his own discov- 
ery. 

So the only 100 per cent, sure-fire 
way to read and navigate City docu- 
ments is to own three Microsoft 
products: Windows, Word, and 
Internet Explorer. Even assuming 
everyone has Microsoft Windows 
and Word (a big, untrue, assump- 
tion}—nearly 17 per cent of all com- 
puter users use a browser other than 
Explorer, and are therefore left out of 
the democratic loop (based on the 
latest browser usage stats from Janco 
Associates Inc.). 

The proportion of disenfranchised 
computer users only grows if you 
add in those Windows users who 
have a Word alternative, like the free 
OpenOffice.org office suite.

“Tf you're going to do a scan of the 
sewer system to find a break, that’s 
an IT program... It’s a fundamental 
tool that we use out there,” she said. 

Not only that, but Edmontonians 
demand more web-based services. 

“All that stuff that’s online used to 
be in 14 filing cabinets... Citizens are 
increasingly demanding we're auto- 
mated,” she added. 

Note that this observation is odds 
with the attitude of the City Clerk's 
office, which sees the web site as a 
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corporate tool—that happens to 
work for some members of the 
public. 

It's an important difference in atti- 
tude and explains the logic behind 
having taxpayers pay the City to 
make documents with Microsoft 
products, then individually pay 
Microsoft again to read them, 
through the purchase of Word ($299, 
with the home version Microsoft 
Office suite) and Windows ($249, 
usually built into the cost of a com- 


_ puter). 


Sinclair hastened to say add that 
there is a free reader for Word docu- 
ments linked on the city’s site, but “I 
can’t find it right now...” 

“I would encourage anyone hav-

Americans could snoop on 


Canada census 


CANADIAN PUBLIC INTEREST ADVO 
cates ringing the alarm about a gov- 
ernment decision that has awarded 
military manufacturer Lockheed 
Martin (Canada) the contract to con- 
duct the 2006 census. 

Of concern is the fact that the 
Canadian subsidiary’s parent is 
based in the US, where Canada’s pri- 
vacy guarantees may run afoul of 
the U.S. Patriot Act, and National 
Security Agency (NSA). 

Activists worry that all Canadi- 
ans’ personal information could be 
put at risk due to the obviously close 
relationship between Lockheed’s 
Canadian subsidiary and its Ameri- 
can parent. 

There is precedent for such con- 
cerns: in 1995, a six-part story in the 
Baltimore Sun revealed the NSA had 
rigged the encryption products of 
Switzerland-based Crypto AG, to 
allow snooping on customers in 
Iran, Iraq, Libya and Swizerland. 

And U.S. Attorney General Alber- 
to Gonzales recently sought to allay 
concems about NSA snooping by 
assuring Americans that internet 
wiretaps would only occur when 
one party was from outside the Unit- 

ed States. 

Canadian citizens are legally

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obligated to participate in the cen- 
sus, which begins May 16. Web- 
based activists at vivelecanada.ca 
and CountMeOut-ca are encourag- 
ing civil disobedience. 

Don Rogers, a former Kingston 
city councillor, civil servant with the 
National Film Board, and Kinston 
Royal Military College is the creator 
of CountMeOut.ca. 

He is calling for a “minimum par- 
ticipation” campaign in the census, 
advising Canadians to not use the 
internet to complete the census, and 
to “get creative” when completing 
the census in person or over the tele- 
phone.

WHEN NASHINA SHARIFF STARTED HER FIRST 
temporary contract position with the Environ- 
mental Resource Centre in the summer of 
2002, the objective attached to her job 
description was simple: stop the export of 
coal-fired electricity from the Province of 
Alberta. 

The directive was, of course, not com- 
pletely serious. But the little piece of the huge- 
sounding task Shariff undertook that summer 
was to research the Canadian National 
Energy Board's procedures for granting elec- 
tricity export licenses. 

Fast forward to the present and, at age 
25, the Edmonton activist is a veteran of 
three international climate change confer- 
ences. This month she’s headed to Bonn, 
Germany, as part of the Canadian delega- 
tion to the 24th session of the Subsidiary 
Body for Scientific and Technological Advice 
(SBSTA) of the United Nations Framework 
Convention on Climate Change. 

Shariff isn’t simply one of Canada’s lead- 
ing young activists on climate change. She's 
one of Canada’s leading climate change 
activists, period. And she achieved this by 
developing small works of research and poli- 
cy proposals through environmental net- 
works across Canada.

Membership in these 
networks is restricted to organizations, so 
you'll have to join a group to embark on the 
path of a mover/shaker. But be assured: 
whatever your environmental interest or 
issue, there’s an ENGO (environmental non- 
government organization) working on it. Cli- 
mate change, water quality, wilderness and 
wildlife protection, toxic wastes, recycling, 
energy development and efficiency, animal 
rights, parks, air quality, alternative trans- 
portation, and other interests are all repre- 
sented.

Free trade screws us again 


LAST WEEK, AS I WATCHED STEPHEN 
Harper pat himself on the back for 
having reached an “agreement” 
with the United States on softwood 
lumber, two images flashed through 
my head 

The first was Brian Mulroney dur- 
ing the 1988 federal election, when 
he assured Canadians the Canada- 
US Free Trade Agreement would 
draw up rules that our neighbours 
to the south would be forced to play 
by. Mulroney insisted that the dis- 
pute resolution mechanism built into 
the free trade agreement would 
protect Canadians from US protec- 
tionism. 

“Canada will be better protected 
because of Free Trade” was his 
mantra as he asked Canadians to 
have faith in him 

The second image that flashed 
through my mind was a popular 
cartoon that made the rounds in the 
lead-up to that election: a Canadian 
beaver bent over a barrel, and a 
grinning Uncle Sam having his way 
with him. 

The message was simple: no mat- 
ter what kinds of rules and regula- 
tions you put in place, Canadians 
would end up getting screwed in 
any trade agreement with the Unit- 
ed States. 

Now, 18 years later, it appears 
that despite Mr. Mulroney’s promis- 
es, the cartoon was right. 


A LUMBERING BULLY 

The softwood lumber case is actu- 
ally quite simple: the US and Cana- 
da had an softwood agreement that 
expired in 2001 and was not 
replaced. Absent that agreement, 
softwood lumber comes under the 
rules of the North American Free 
Trade Agreement, NAFTA. 

Under pressure from the US lum 
ber industry, which could not com- 
pete with Canadian imports, the US 
government determines that Cana- 
dian provinces are not charging 
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enough in stumpage fees for lumber, 
and places a duty on lumber at the 
US border 

Canada argues the duty is 
illegal according to the terms of 
NAFTA, and files a complaint with 
the NAFTA Dispute Resolution 
Panel—the mechanism which Mul- 
roney assured us would end US 
protectionism. 

Despite numerous rulings in 
Canada’s favour by the panel, and 
the fact that the panel directed the 
United States to repay the duties, the 
US continues to collect duties at the 
border and refuses to repay Canada. 

The Harper government's solution 
to the above impasse was to begin 
negotiating a settlement. 

The terms of the settlement are 
still being fine-tuned, but in very 
broad strokes looks like this: the US 
will repay Canada about $4 billion of 
the $5 billion collected in duties since 
2002 (about 80 cents on the dollar); 
there will be no quotas or tariffs 
placed on Canadian lumber as long 
as the market price remains high; if 
the world price of lumber falls then 
Canadian exporters will face a tariff 
of anywhere from 5 to 15 percent. 

The federal government and lum- 
ber-exporting provinces call this a 
huge victory—the best deal Canada 
was going to get. 

Opposition parties call it a disaster 
because the US is only paying back 
80 cents on the 
dollar, and producers will have to 
pay tariffs if the market falls (when 

ey can arguably least afford to 
tariffs) Bua pay 


THE RULES OF THE GAME 

Few ask why we had to negotiate 
at all. A dispute resolution mecha- 
nism confirmed that the rules were 


broken and identified the proper 
steps to be taken. Still, we had to 
negotiate a settlement. 

Imagine a referree gives a hockey 
player a penalty. Now imagine that 
instead of going to the penalty box, 
the player skates over to the other 
team and says that they should work 
towards a negotiated settlement— 
say, drop the length of the penalty, 
and agree that no new penalties will 
be called against his team unless 
they have an insurmountable lead. 
Then imagine the other team saying, 
“okay.” 

Still not convinced Uncle Sam has 
that beaver over the barrel? 

Remember, the US's problem 
with softwood lumber is that Cana- 
dian governments are not charging 
enough for the resource and that we 
are exporting too much to the US. 
On occasion, however, it quite 
serves the US interest to argue the 
complete opposite. Think oil and 
gas, for instance, where the US 
argues that the lower our royalties 
the better, and where they have 
taken steps to ensure that we 
cannot reduce how much we 
export to them. 

What would happen if we started 
to put a5 to 15 percent tax on oil 
going across the border? Or if we 
were to limit the amount of oil we’ 
send across the border? Would the 
US be willing to negotiate, or simply 
demand that we abide by the rules 
of NAFTA or face dire conse- 
quences? 

Clearly, the US is in control and 
calling the shots when it comes 
NAFTA, and doing it exclusively for 
their self-interest. 

Clearly the beaver is bent over a 
barrel, and clearly Uncle Sam’s grin 
just gets bigger and bigger. But just 
as clear is the fact that we are not 
being held there against our will. 
Isn't it time we pull out of NAFTA 
and get ourselves off the barrel once 
and for all?

It’s just what the doctor ordered 


Moms-to-be deserve a break 


IS THERE ANYONE OUT THERE WHO 
still believes that the newspaper that 
is delivered to them everyday isa 
dispassionate purveyor of objective 
truth, untainted by spin or bias? Aw, 
you guys are ’so cute when you're 
naive, but it’s just not the case, you 
know. 

There are all kinds of stuff that'll 
interfere with the “truth” of a news 
story, anything from the editorial 
slant of a reporter’s employer, or edi- 
tor, or the reporter's personal per- 
spective on an issue, their notions 
about “angles” and how they make 
a story attractive to potential readers, 
to their workload that day and their 
position on the, um, laziness contin- 
uum. 


PUSHING AN AGENDA 

A good example: the recent report 
published by the Canadian Institute 
for Health Information entitled 
“Giving Birth: The Costs,” that 
explores the costs associated with 
delivering maternity and infant care 
in Canada. As a wide-ranging sur- 
vey of the means by which Canadi- 
an babies enter the world and the 
associated costs, the report touches 
on the rising popularity of a variety 
of interventions, such as epidurals, 
inductions and caesarean section 
births, and discusses the expense of 
these procedures as compared to a 
standard vaginal birth. 

By the time the study made it to 
the nation’s dailies, it was all about 
the 60 per cent added expense of 
caesarean sections, with headlines 
like “High Costs linked to C-section 
rate” and “C-section popularity 
pushes up expenses.” References to 
Britney Spears abounded as did the 
overwhelming use of the phrase 
“too posh to push,” which refers to a 
very small subset of caesarean sec- 
tion births, where mothers opt for an 
elective C-section, scheduled and 
performed; allegedly to control the 
unfamiliar pain and increase the 
convenience of childbirth. 

Interestingly, that particular, and 
tiny, subset was not specifically 
mentioned in the study itself, but 
that didn’t prevent our intrepid 
reporters from portraying a quarter 
of today’s mothers as vain, lazy, 
wannabe starlets who are frittering 
away healthcare dollars with their 
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COMMENT 


wasteful demands. 

For the record, lam opposed to 
the idea of elective C-sections and 
unnecessary medical interventions 
during childbirth. But, even if I 
believe our nation’s rising rate of 
such interventions should be noted 
with concern, why would I pin the 
blame on the mothers? 

After all, who controls delivery of 
healthcare services around here? 
When someone demands antibiotics 
for a cold, for example, whose 
responsibility is it to say no? Ifa 
patient requested an elective heart 
transplant from their doctor—“T’m 
gonna need it anyway, and my 
schedule’s pretty light right now”— 
would the doctor just shrug and 
book the surgery? 


WHO OWNS PREGNANCY? 

What the report alludes to is a 
troubling trend in society to mistrust 
the bodies of women. It draws our 
attention to the medicalization of 
birth, where we approach pregnan- 
cy and birth, a very natural and, 
dare I say, healthy occurrence, as a 
“condition” or “illness” that requires 
treatments and cures. But, dis- 
cussing it in those terms would ren- 
der the reporters’ gratuitous celebri- 
ty references as kind of obscure and 
pointless, wouldn't it? 

There are medically defensible 
justifications for these interven- 
tions—and we should all be grateful 
that we live in a society where access 
to emergency interventions during 
birth is available—but rigid adher- 
ence to an externally imposed tem- 
plate or schedule is not one of them, 
nor is the added convenience for the 
delivery team or the litigiousness of 
our culture. The practice of giving 
epidurals and/or chemically induc- 
ing labour is far more routine than 
C-section deliveries, but attempts at 
justifying any of these due to their 
growing commonality are both cir- 
cular and unacceptable. 

When it comes to the birth of their 
children, there are things expectant 
mothers need that are far more

important than technology: above 
all, they need someone who is will- 
ing to have a two-way conversation 
about birth, who can address their 
expectations, concerns, desires and 
fears.

An eye for crime 


Journalistic collection reveals Michael Connelly’s path 





CRIME BEAT 
By Michael Connelly 
Little, Brown and Company, 288 pp.. $34.95 





THE LATEST MICHAEL CONNELLY 
book isn’t either a Harry Bosch novel 
or one of his one-off crime thrillers. 
Instead, it’s a collection of his news- 
paper writing, when he worked as 
crime reporter in both Florida and 
Los Angeles, prior to becoming a 
novelist 

The reprinted stories in Crime Beat 
amply demonstrate that Connelly 
was a gifted writer even before he 
turned his talents to fiction. The 22 
featured pieces all contain a knack 
for the structure of telling a story, 
combined with an empathy for both 
cops and criminals (as w ell as the 
sometimes forgotten victims of the 
crimes). and an eye for the telling 
detail that bumps a routine story up 


to the level of social commentary 





or art 

Even more interesting, many of 
the pieces, while scrupul neu- 
tral in the tone of the writing (as 


newspaper stories are supposed to 
be), are organized in such a way that 
the very placement of the details 
seems to imply some further drama 
or untold story taking place behind 
the scenes. This is particularly true in 
the stories about the L.A. Special 
Investigations Section, where a 
defense lawyer accused the Los 
Angeles police of operating a death 
squad. 

Connelly has an affinity for 
secrets. The stories he writes about 
individual criminals often focus on 
the fact that they lead double lives, 
presenting a harmiess facade to soci- 
ety while revealing their dark, mur- 
derous inner cores only to their vic- 
tims. The open, unsolved cases leave 
huge question marks hanging in the 
air. He likes the why, not just the 
who, what, when and where. 

This is the stuff of which high 
drama is made, and nearly any of 
the stories he reports could have 
I made into a film or a novel 
Perhaps it was his desire to explore 
these deeper layers, instead of just 








the surface facts of an event that 
eventually led him away from 
reporting and into the more ambigu- 
ous realm of literature

in what's here. There are stories on 
the Foreign Prosecution Unit, which 
pursues criminals in other countries, 
a female murder suspect who sues 
the police for allegedly framing her, 
serial spree murderers, a bungling 
death-for-hire gang that advertised 
their services in the pages of Soldier 
Of Fortune magazine, a case where 
two male prostitutes were convicted 
of killing a man ina motel room but 





the victim of the murder was never 
identified, and a landmark case 
where four members of a drug-deal- 
ing gang family were charged ina 
quadruple homicide. 

As interesting as the cases them- 
selves are, Connelly’s introduction is 
equally revealing for his fans. In it he 
explains the single moment that 
changed his life and led him into 
both reporting and crime writing: 
It’s a fascinating story. 

Equally interesting is the after- 
word by Michael Carlson, who has 
written extensively on Connelly and 
on several film directors. He shows a 
keen eye for analysis and shares his 
insights about what makes Connelly 
unique. 

About the only thing that could 
have made this book a better read 
was to have more of it. Connelly is 
such an interesting writer that I 
would have loved to have seen even 
more of what he writes about in the 
introduction—maybe a couple of 
pages after each story, detailing 
what he was thinking at the time it 
was written and perhaps comment- 
ing on what he thinks of it now. 
When it comes to crime writing and 
Michael Connelly, it’s just impossi- 
ble to get too much. Any fan will 
find this volume an indispensable 
addition to their collection.

We hate books that depict the “immigrant 
experience” as a life-obstacle that one over 
comes with a proper boot-straps-selF-yanking 
attitude, which seem-as if they are written 
exclusively for the reading pleasure of main- 
stream Canadians. We like to think that we 
are tolerant of differences, so when racism 
appears in this subgenre of literature, it is 
always individualized (those country hicks 
don’t know their manners) and lets those of 
us in the mainstream shirk off any responsi- 
bility for enacting social change. Although 
we are not especially fond of George Elliott 
Clarke's writing in general, in this light, we

I's not about 
the immigrant experience, but it was pub 
lished recently and we're happy that he is 
unfazed by the sheer unpopularity of what 
he's doing: Writing poetry, taking pictures of 
naked black ladies who are romping by the 
ocean, and publishing a glossy book with 
photos on one side, poetry on the other. It’s 
an unabashed declaration of desire and, as 
he says, a "celebration of black beauty.” 
See? No pandering to popularity. You don't 
think naked black ladies are beautiful? Go 
stick your head in the sand 

We hate that our society doesn’t like to 
read stories about how we are failing our 
least privileged members, nor how the institu- 
tions of power remain largely white and 
largely male. And, when we do “enjoy’ 
reading such stories, it is within the safe con- 
text of the socially privileged moving into 
"save" the unprivileged. It is something of a 
chivalric site bes strong and powerful 
rescue, or attempt to rescue, the weak and 
helpless. We're not unhappy that the weak 
and helpless are saved, but not much talking 
happens about why the power dynamic 
exists. 

So, although we cannot but commend the 
content of books such as Susanne Reber and 
Robert Renaud’s Starlight Tour—a volume 
that succeeded in opening up public discus- 
sion regarding the Saskatoon Police Force's 
abominable treatment of aboriginals—we 
wonder why almost no one has heard of 
Natasha Laurence’s Notes from a Prairie 
Silence. The latter considers human rights 
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abuses by the Edmonton Police and was 
written with probably one-one-thousandth of 
the resources that the Reber-Renaud team 
had. (Uhm, we answered our own question 
there). Hence those of us who were lucky 
enough to get a copy from the tiny print run 
are, well, lucky, but also a helluva lot better 
educated about injustices in our own back- 
yard, Not to mention how critiquing the jus- 
tice system works if you're not, say, on sab-

THERE'S SUSHI... AND THEN THERE’S 
sushi. Even more importantly in my 
quirky little state of reality however, 
is the fact that there is sashimi, and 
then there’s sashimi! 

Sushi originated in southeast Asia 
as a means of preserving fish by fer- 
menting it in rice (which was later 
thrown out), but evolved and even- 
tually around the 8th Century, 
became popular with the Japanese, 
who preferred to eat the rice and fish 
together. 

Sushi as we know it today is typi- 
cally rice with fish or some variety of 
cephalopod layered on top. Or it 
might also be rice and various fish or 
vegetable products rolled in sea- 
weed—I'm not going to belabor the 
point. Unless you've been living ina 
cave, you've seen sushi. Sashimi on 
the other hand is just raw fish with 
no rice. 

Now there’s sushi—as in the crap 
you get in Save On or Safeway that 
comes with flavourless rice and fake 
crab stirred into mayonnaise (of all 
things)—and then there’s the sushi 
you get in one of the shops border- 
ing the Tsukiji fish market in Tokyo. 
There, apprentices have to train for 
two-three years before even becom- 
ing eligible to take the examination 
for fugu certification that empowers 
them to serve blowfish sashimi, 
which is poisonous if not prepared 
correctly. Hence, the old Japanese 
expressions, “I want to eat fugu, but 


I don’t want to die” and its North 
American equivalent, “One fish, two 
fish, blowfish, bluefish...” 

The question for me, given the 
above continuum of sushi, is what 
level of quality should one reason- 
ably expect in Edmonton. A big part 
of me thinks sushi restaurants 
should only be built on floating 
barges in the middle of the ocean 
where fish ritualistically sacrifice 
themselves every 15 minutes to 
ensure freshness. Given the land- 
locked reality of Edmonton, we nat- 
urally wouldn't be eligible to have 
any sushi joints. 


HAVE A NIGIRI 

Despite all of this inner turmoil, [ 
walked into I Love Sushi and asked 
to see a menu, and I must say, I was 
pleasantly surprised. They offer a 
wide range of individual Nigiri (a 
piece of fish/sea protein hand- 
pressed into a pad of rice and always 
served in pairs); Maki (strips of fish 
or vegetables wrapped in dried sea- 
weed); and of course my favourite, 
sashimi. They also serve Bento 
boxes, which are traditional Japan- 
ese lunch boxes that come with a 
variety of items and some salad. I 
looked around surveying the inside 
of the place a bit, which is small but 
quite well appointed, and then 
watched the sushi chefs who were 
expertly cutting fish and preparing 
elegant looking platters. It seemed to 
me that I Love Sushi was far beyond 
the mayonnaise and fake crab type 
sushi shops, so I pulled up a seat 


and ordered the sashimi platter 
($12). 


SATISFYING CEPHALOPOD 

When sashimi is served in thick 
pieces, it’s meant to be eaten with 
soy sauce, and eaten with ponzu (a 
citrus type sauce) when thin. My 
sashimi came accompanied by 
shredded daikon and cucumber, 
and was very artfully presented in 
keeping with Japanese culture. As 
for the fish itself, I was quite pleased 
to see some octopus and red snapper 
along with the ever-popular salmon 
and tuna, and given that they were 
cut in thick wedges, I quickly 
poured some soy for dipping, and 
stirred in a nugget of wasabi. (There 
are those who say this should be 
done with sashimi to kill any poten- 
tially harmful bacteria that may be 
on the fish. That may or may not be 
true. I don’t know. I just like the 
taste.) 

Now here's the thing with sashi- 
mi... If the fish has been properly 
cared for and prepared appropriate- 
ly, it shouldn’t have a fishy smell or 
taste, even though it’s raw fish. My 
sashimi didn’t smell at all (quite a 
feat given our lack of proximity to an 
ocean) and it tasted fresh and full of 
flavour. The chunks of fish nearly 
dissolved on my tongue as I eagerly 
swirled more pieces of sashimi into 
the soy / wasabi mixture, while the 
octopus (which is a sashimi excep- 
tion as it usually comes cooked) was 
slightly chewy and served as a nice 
contrast or counterpoint to offset the

NEVERLAND HAS NEVER LOOKED SO 
industrial. On the bare Shoctor stage, 
under the work lights, Skull Rock 
hunkers broodingly. 

A monolith of grey painted wood 
and Styrofoam, it’s hardly a specta- 
cle of wonderment as the stage crew 
measures, maneuvers and settles it 
into place. 

What appears to be a few kilome- 
ters of blue and silver lame swoop in 
from the flies, settling in gleaming 
folds as designer Leslie Frankish 
confers with director Bob Baker. The 
lengthy process of positioning the 
half-finished set piece will, once per- 
fected, take a mind-blowing 90 sec- 
onds to establish once this premiere 
run of Tom Wood's new adaptation 
of Peter Pan opens. 

The process of realizing the visual 
elements—set, costumes and 
props—began last spring as Frank- 
ish read the script and sketched pre- 
liminary ideas. 

Once production got under way, 
says Frankish, things became much 
busier “It’s been nearly six months 


with 80 hour weeks!” 


Pan is the Citadel's largest produc- 


tion to date—towering three times 
larger than the monumental Christ- 
mas Carol, also adapted by Wood. 
Eschewing the Edwardian world of 
the Darling family, Wood has trans- 
planted the Barrie tale into the once 
rich loam of the 1930s Alberta 
prairie. 


A DESIGNER’S DIRECTOR 

The settings run the gamut of the 
sweat-soaked dustbbw] of the

Neverland, a landscape formed by 
childhood’s fondest imaginings and 
wishes.

of the Canadian Stage Company and 
finally the Citadel. Frankish has 
visually realized the worlds of A 
Christmas Carol, Vanya, Blithe Spirit, 
and Cat on a Hot Tin Roof—to name a 
very few. 

Both she and Baker, says Frankish, 
during a brief lull in the frenzy of 
preview week, share a commitment 
to fine detail and collaboration. “We 
meet at my home on Niagara-on- 
the-Lake on the deck and have eight- 
hour meetings where we go through 
everything with a fine-tooth comb. 
Bob is the best director for this in the 
country. For him [the stage design 
is] really integrated, not just a deco- 
rative backdrop—everything is there 
for a purpose.” 


SET IN A BOX? 

For Frankish, the most crucial ele- 
ments of production design are the 
transitions—the journey through a 
play and its setting(s). “I storyboard 
everything. The design needs to 
carry on the narrative it has to antici- 
pate moments and allow the audi- 
ence to digest them. Dramatic arcs 
are built in transitions. Scene 
changes shouldn't just be clever or 
tedious—either takes away from the 
audience's experience, they have to 
be integrated.” 

Now a resident of Ontario, Frank- 
ish grew up in Edmonton, and stud- 


ied architecture at the University of 
Manitoba. During a break in Vernon 
BC, she did some volunteer work for 
a local theatre and was seduced by 
the possibilities. “It was a revelation, 
this is what I’m supposed to do. It’s 
3D design in space and time express- 
ing literature. They’re both my pas- 
sions.” 

After studying at the Banff Centre, 
Frankish was a props buyer for the 
Citadel’s youth company, Citadel on 
Wheels/ Wings in the late ’70s before

her career burgeoned. 

“You never stop learning. That 
diploma or certificate does not mean 
you've learned it all. Education [fora 
designer] includes traveling to get to 
know the world and the way differ- 
ent cultures express themselves. It 
also includes literature, learning to 
analyze and read between the lines 
to realize what author is trying to 
evoke.” 

It isn’t a flakey world by any 
means, Frankish is amused by ques- 
tions like “Who tells you what to 
design?” and “Doesn't the set come 
with the script?” She likens herself to 
a corporate executive. 

“Designers create functioning pro- 
totypes on time and on-budget. I 
don’t know any other industry can 
say that—on-time functioning proto- 
types. When a production is 
designed, it’s new, it’s never been 
done before. Opening night never 
gets canceled.” 

And so, it’s back to tweak another 
set, burnish a few special effects and 
generally “Use every moment up to 
last moment to make those final little 
touches which make the skin shiver 
and the heart swell.”

If WON'T BE THE NICEST PLAY YOU'LL 
see this season, but Neil LaBute’s The 
Mercy Seat will be among the most 
thought provoking and morally 
challenging, says Theatre Yes’ 
Heather Inglis. 

“T haven't worked on many pro- 
jects quite like this. This is a play 
edged in realism and violence that is 
unique in the Edmonton theatre sea- 
son,” she says. 

Currently playing the Azimuth 
Theatre, the production marks the 
work’s Edmonton premier. 

“This play will be challenging to 
many people because LaBute’s 
vision of what people can do is so 
very dark,” she says. “In his plays, 
people do very terrible things, 
despite the fact that these people 
should be the good guys, the privi- 
leged ones.” 

A respected playwright, screen- 
writer and director, LaBute’s other 
high-profile projects have included 
The Shape of Things—a play / film 
where an ice-cold art student 





hideously manipulates and publical- 
ly humiliates her boyfriend for a 
major art project—and In the Con1pa- 
ny of Men—a flick where two bored 
corporate shark types callously con- 
spire to woo and emotionally devas- 
tate a hearing-impaired woman. 

As for The Mercy Seat, the story 
starts off innocently for a LaBute 
work: one Tuesday morning, Ben 
Harcourt decides not to go to work 
at World Trade Centre as he does 








every day, deciding instead to stop 
off for a tryst with his mistress Abby 
Prescott. 

Of course, given that this is a 
LaBute story, that particular Tues- 
day Morning just happens to be 
Tuesday, September 11th, 2001. 

Ben, now having narrowly 
escaped being a victim of the horrific 
terrorist attack, finds himself existen- 
tially frozen in Abby’s stylish New 
York loft with his cell-phone jan- 
gling thinking the unthinkable: can 
he take advantage of the nation- 
shaking tragedy, fake his own death 
and run away with Abby to start a 
new life somewhere else? 

“What interested me about this 
play was the fact that LaBute once 
again created this murky land where 
people get an opportunity that can 
push one way or another, building 
on themes of fate and people taking 
advantage of circumstances for one’s

own benefit,” says Inglis. 

“This is something that all people 
toy with in large and small ways: 
when you have an opportunity and 
decide to take it, what does that 
mean and what makes us take those 
opportunities?” 

As LaBute himself has said, his 
characters are postmodern takes on 
Restoration-era cads and fops who 
have too much time and money on 
their hands and have a tendency to 
do harm to others “just because the 
opportunity presents itself.” 

Inglis also really likes how the 
play uses language, loving how it’s 

“dense in a good way’ "and com- 
pletely contemporary, 

“The work has a literary reso- 
nance and while it may seem like 
not much is going on, the surface 
banter is covering up what's really 
happening underneath.” 

The Mercy Seat’s portrayal of 
moral vaccinations and its complex 
deployment of language has been 
praised from the get-go. 

John Lahr in his January 6th, 2003 
New Yorker review of the play 





described Ben as “sexually confident 
but emotionally bewildered” and 
having, “all the backbone of a choco- 
late eclaire... a slippery character, so 
used to covering his tracks that he is 
no longer able to find himself.” 

Lahr described Ben (played in that 
production by Liev Schreiber, with 
Sigourney Weaver playing Abby) 
inhabiting a “moral maze” reflected 
by a parallel linguistic labyrinth con- 
structed by a “confounding smoke 
screen of unfinished sentences—a 
sort of syntactical stutteri 
which the word “whatever” suffices 
to stonewall any attempt he makes 
to think himself out of it.” 

Worthy of such an intense and 
intimate work, Inglis says the show’s 
design (“a lovely loft built into the 
theatre by Brian Bast” ) edges right 
up to the cosy venue's seats. 

“1 love the fact that the play is 
already so realistic and is going to 
seem even more so with the audi- 
ence being on all three sides of the 
actors with no-one being any more 
than 20 feet away from the action.”

The idea of working with poetry 
wasa frightening for Alvarado at 
first.

I can 
express just about anything through 
movement, but with words, I’m 
awkward, maybe not awkward 
exactly, but definitely nervous about 
it. So what better way to start up 
again with dance than to throw 
myself into vulnerability and push 
myself in a new direction?” 


PREDICTABLY UNPREDICTABLE 

From the 24 stanzas, Webb and 
Alvarado were inspired to create 24 
movement actions, to be performed 
ina loosely structured improvisation 
examining the contemporary notion 
of text—written and danced—and 
the body as a text. “Neither Brian 
nor I are improvisers, but because 
we wanted the piece to bea first 
draft, about the process of putting 
text to paper and creating text on the 
body and paper, the movement 
couldn’t be set,” Alvarado explains. 

“Neither one of us is a linear 
artist,” she says. “For me, modern 
dance is not storytelling and in fact, | 
find it difficult to see work that pre- 
sents Point A, to Point B, to Point C. 
I’m not comfortable presenting 
myself with very literal material, | 
feel caged by that. So the challenge 
became how can we make this work 
the way we work?” 

Working with words and yet not 
relying on literal interpretations 
when creating the movement for the 
piece proved an exciting challenge 
for Alvarado. 

“In my efforts to try not to be liter- 
al I have found surprisingly that it 
isn’t that difficult for me,” says 
Alvarado. “I can work with words, 
and there isn’t one single part of me 
that wants to follow a literal struc- 
ture to enact the words. | just stick to 
my guns and go with my gut.” 

The improvisational element 
inherent means the results will differ 
from night to night, but overall 
Alvarado says audiences can expe 
a dynamic post modern perfor- 
mance experience that dynamically 
incorporates David Fraser's lighting 
design on the fly with the music of 
Richard Wagner.

TEN TIMES TWO IS DAVID BELKE'S ULTI- 
mate “date play.” This is not a dis- 
missal of this multi-century span- 
ning look at fate, redemption and 
the human heart. Rather, it’s a way 
of saying the production now run- 
ning at the Varscona Theatre is one 
to be savoured with someone spe- 
cial. It’s sumptuous, hilarious, beau- 
tifully acted and heartwarming ina 
non-schmaltzy, utterly beguiling 
manner. 

A mysterious man, our Host for 
the evening (Ray Hunt), invites us 
into a tiny room ina grubby inn 
circa 1399. Ephraim (Jesse Gervais), a 
darkly brooding, violent sort, is 
fomenting rebellion on behalf of 
Henry IV, Part I. He’s rather taken 
with feisty wench Constance (Caro- 
line Livingstone), which is a good 
thing, because he usually knifes the 
people who sass back at him. Long 
story short, the Host and Ephraim 
make a bet that he cannot win Con- 
stance’s love. Ephraim promises to 
return in the spring and when he 
does, Constance is dead—but the 
host arranges a deal with Fate 
wherein she will continue to be rein- 
carnated (albeit in a different body 
and persona) every 75 years. 

Hilarity ensues with each revisit— 
he’s pitted the Yorks against the 
Lancasters, she’s a noble and pious 
widow, he’s a Cavalier, she’s a nun, 
or in the funniest sequence of the 
evening, he brings her silks, but 
she’s a swineherd. The antics contin- 
ue until the present and beyond, but 
what saves Belke’s script from being 
merely a stunt for an accomplished 
actress and costume designer is a 
heartfelt examination of the dynam- 
ics ofa oe 


audieanes into the pen 


that dooms many a liaison. At the 
same time, through Ephraim’s jour- 
ney from damned soul to redeemed 
human, he probes the responsibili- 
ties of being human as well as the 
redemptive power of love. 
Ephraim’s developmental arc is 
actually the emotional heart of the 
play rather than the question of 
whether he gets the girl or not. 

Therefore, this script requires an 
actor who, not only can drive the 
play’s central drama, but also act as 
straight man when Constance in her 
many guises bursts into the room. 
Constance must be fluid, the direc- 
tion sharp, and the production val- 
ues lovely. 

The design elements are simply 
gorgeous, from C.M. Zuby‘s mini- 
malist set festooned with cogs and 
wheels to Mike Takats subdued 
lighting design. Brian Bast’s scrump- 
tious costumes, a veritable frou-frou 
of velvet and taffeta, contribute in a 
large part to the fun of the evening— 
you can’t wait to see what — Ibe 
wearing each century.

United captures 9/11 mayhem without hysteria

If you can watch United 93 with- 
out the events of that day flooding 
back to you in a stomach knotting 
rush, well, brothers and sisters, you 
have ice water in your veins. ~ 

United 93, of course, was the only 
plane of the four hijacked on 9/11 
that didn’t make it to its destination, 
which was likely somewhere in 
Washington—the Pentagon, the Sen- 
ate, possibly the White House. 
Something went wrong—apparently 
Passengers discovered the intended 
use of the plane through phone calls 


to family and decided to rush the 
control booth. Whether they made it 
through or the terrorists took it 
down themselves during the melee 
is open to speculation—some folks 
even believe that none of that 
occurred, that the plane was shot 
down and a cover-up hurriedly put 
in place. 
The conspiracy folks can tussle 

with that—Greengrass is only con- 
cerned with what is known, using 
transcripts and accounts of actual 
conversations to piece together the 
scenario in the most severely bal- 
anced way that he could. There are 
no explanations proffered, no sides 
taken, no attempt at closure. He 
diverts attention from the acting by 
casting unknowns, and uses non- 
actors for the flight crew—for the 
role of Ben Sliney, national opera- 
fions manager at the FAA’s com- 


mand center in Herndon, VA, he 
uses Ben Sliney.[t works—there are 
no familiar points of reference for a 
viewer, no faces that bring up past 
associations, and Sliney does a fine 
job of playing himself. 

The script is, for the most part, all 
banalities—half-spoken sentences, 
perfunctory greetings, conversations 
that trail off into nothingness. The 
camera moves jerkily among people 


is hardly blowing the lid offa dark 
corner of American commerce and 
politics—not if you've been paying 
attention. Nor is he taking, as it is 
sometimes suggested, a “bipartisan” 
look at the issue. His anti-conflict, 
anti-collusion slant is evident. 

His documentary is, however, ele- 
gant, a compelling and comprehen- 
sible account of this tacit conspiracy, 
a subject potentially as baffling as 
the Enron debacle. (And the meth- 
ods here may not be far removed 
from those employed by Lay’s 
raiders—one analyst succinctly 
explains the methods of the defense 
contractors: lowball the cost of 
weapon systems, overpromise the 
capabilities, and underestimate the 
technical burdens.) 

Jarecki takes pains to situate the 
scenario in the midst of ignorance. 
Americans seemed not to under- 
stand the military impact they've 
had around the world over the last 
century—a condition Gore Vidal 
calls “The United States of Amne-

sia.” Moreover, as one commentator 
putsit, it seems silly to blow billions 
ona single weapon system when 
Osama bin Laden likely financed the 
destruction of the twin towers for 
half a million bucks. Of course, 
you're unlikely to pull that particu- 
lar kind of attack too many times in 
a row, but the point is well taken: 
we're four and a half years on from 
9/11, and the initial targets of retri- 
bution, the relatively crudely outfit- 
ted Taliban, would seem to be no 
closer to being subdued than 
Afghanistan’s capable mountain 
fighters were during 10 years of 
Soviet occupation. Surely the conflict 
in Vietnam demonstrated that 
“superior” and sophisticated 
weaponry can’t guarantee victory 
over a determined and well-orga- 
nized people. 

Whatever his bias, Jarecki is open- 
minded to the extent that he’s curi- 
ous about how his subjects think. 
How does the refugee from Viet- 
nam’s brutal conflagration think of 
her work leading the team designing 
bunker-busting missiles? Two 
bomber pilots rhapsodize dropping, 
the first shells in Gulf War II but 
insist that it’s not up to them to 
reflect on the purpose of the conflict. 
(What are they fighting for, Country 
Joe? Apparently, they still don’t give 
a damn...) 

Why We Fight contains a sorrowful 
message of hope, embodied in the 
poignant story of aman who 
arranged to have the name of his 
son, killed on 9/11, inscribed ona 
bomb dropped on Iraq. He seems to 
be a stereotypic New York City cop 
of the “nuke ‘em and let God sort 
‘em out” variety, but his rage is tem- 
pered when he realizes—thanks toa 
big-mouthed preznit—that the war 
fought on his behalf had nothing to 
do with the galvanizing event that 
killed his son. 

Don’t miss Why We Fight, if for no 
other reason than to make the future 
more comprehensible as we watch 
America’s leaders bombastically and 
blindly lead their nation towards the 
end of empire, apparently unaware 
that this will not be their century, 
and as Canadian rush to surrender 
the reputation they’ve earned as 
guardians of peace.

THE CINEMATOGRAPHY OF 3 NEEDLES 
leans on Lean (as in David) and aims 
for the Attenborough-esque; it’s 
grand yet glacial and oppressive in 
its desire to overwhelm. 

This is an Important Film, after all, 
tackling one of humanity’s greatest 
concerns, so nothing short of the epic 
will suffice. Which tells you much 
about the pretence at play here. 

But, to the camera and location 
scouting crews’ credit, their labour is 
about the only thing drawn into 
sharp focus in this story of the global 
face of HIV, as seen through three 
unrelated but congruent tales of 
infection and its aftermath in Cana- 
da, South Africa, and China. 

Crossing the line from admiration 
to endurance, following sweep after 
sweep of lush, pastoral photogra- 
phy, by the time we get to the Chi- 
nese villager slowly walking across 
a, yes, lush and pastoral rice paddy, 
playing a plaintive far-Eastern 
melody on his flute—and while 
decked out in full traditional folk 
garb no less—and having already 
borne witness to carefully calculated 
compositions of nuns baptizing a 
babe in coastal waters at dusk (a 
rather dangerous proposition, if you 
ask me), a few takes of the living 
comforting the dying in the univer- 
sal light of the Profound Moment 
(amber, in case you weren't paying 
attention), and countless more calen- 
dar-perfect landscapes, plus a sunset 
or two and... 

Um, what were we talking about 
again? Pardon: much like 3 Needles, I 
seem to have lost my way... Oh yes, 
by the time the flute loop comes 
along, you're ready to cry out, “I get 
it, I get it—great suffering amongst 
great beauty—but you forgot the 
suffering; tell me a goddamn story 
already!” 

As far as that goes, what we have 
are three fairly decent set-ups, unfor- 
tunately lost as the film becomes 
beholden to listlessly gazing back at 
its own aesthetic import. In Montre- 
al, Shawn Ashmore supports the 
folks with a career in porn, maintain- 
ing his employment by faking his 
blood test results. Apparently this 
one owes some inspiration to the 
real-life case of porn plague-monkey 
Mare Wallice. 

Over in the ostensible centrepiece, 


which takes place in a South African 
mission—you can tell it’s the main 
one because it has the most shots of 
rolling hills, plus nuns always make 
for good props—Chloe Sevigny is a 
sister with a auto-stigmata fetish 
who battles both local and Christian 
superstitions about HIV transmis- 
sion and makes a deal with the devil, 
in the form of a white plantation 
boss, when she decides to try and 
save more than souls. 

Finally, in China, Lucy Liu runs 
black-market blood, endangering an 
entire village. The stoic, noble face- 
play of the villagers really wrenches 
the heartstrings here. 

Tying it all together, or attempting 
to anyway, is a voiceover narrative 
that ranges from irritatingly earnest 
to Oprah-esque (there are untold 
anonymous saints out there, didn’t 
you know? Including maybe even 
you!) to downright didactic. 

Had writer-director Thom Fitzger- 
ald chosen to really focus on just 
one of these stories, we might have 
had something; instead we are treat- 
ed to three thinly sketched pieces 
with mere wisps of characterization 
and story. 

The film meanders from location 
to location, dwelling too long in 
South Africa while seeming to forget 
for significant stretches of time that 
there’s also a story in Montreal to 
attend to. By the time the film’s third 
act rolls around, wherein the twists 
lie, it simply continues its flatline 
course as if no one thought of cohe- 
sively fleshing out the narrative in 
any one of the pieces. 

The ensemble cast, too, is a mere 
afterthought. Take this challenge— 
see the film and try to recall a single 
line uttered by Sandra Oh—other 
than the bit where she babbles about 
a piece of fruit resembling a bearded 
man (she’s the innocent nun). At 
least she fares better than Sevigny, 
though, who, in her Big Moment, 
defies her mother superior by 
declaring “you save the dying, I'm 
going to try and save some of the liv- 
ing” with all the conviction of a sum- 
mer stock player. 

More than a movie, 3 Needles 
resembles a National Geographic 
special, albeit one with reenactments 
(and of the stately PBS variety, not 
the redundant Killer Shark Week 
strain you find on cable). 

Which, of course, isn’t something 
completely without merit. Did I 
mention how beautiful the 
scenery is?

TERRENCE MALICK MAY BE THE CLOS- 
est thing America has to an authen- 
tic arthouse auteur, yet even 
amongst true cinephiles he is 
arguably better known for his peri- 
odic self-imposed absences from 
directing than for the handful of 
potential masterpieces he has pro- 
duced thus far. 

While the 20-year gap between 
Days of Heaven, which took home the 
Grand Jury Prize at Cannes in 1978, 

and Malick’s 1998 “comeback” The 
Thin Red Line may be attributable to 
nothing more extraordinary than 
financing problems, one would like 
to think that it has something to do 
with his rather unusual background 
as both farmhand and onetime post- 
doctoral student in Heideggerian 
philosophy. It's tempting to imagine 
him in the throes of an existential cri- 
SIs, CC TUM with nature while 
engaged in a protracted search for 
the “authenticity” of being during 
those lost years, although to be more 
prosaic, it’s also easy to see why 
Malick didn’t rush to get his next 
feature out into theatres. Most junior 
directors, rather understandably, 
suffer from nerves, but very few 


have to live up to the promise of a 
breakout feature as remarkable as 
Days of Heaven. 

Shot almost entirely in the so- 
called “magic hour” after sunset, 
when natural light is said to be at its 
most photogenic, the film’s visuals 
are unquestionably stunning, with 
everything from hailstorms to the 
fabled-plague of locusts shot with a 
suitably panoramic sweep. 

The beauty of Nestor Almendros’ 
landscape cinematography, with its 
delicate palette of greys, blues, 
pinks, and golds, gives a concrete 
meaning to the film’s title—for these 
are, quite evidently, the enchanted 
and, quite probably, numbered 
“days of heaven.” Moreover, the 
almost glacial perfection of the 
images arguably elevates the 
strangely non-involving story of a 
romantic triangle—depicting an 
angel-faced itinerant farmworker 
(Brooke Adams) who marries her 
rich, terminally-ill employer (Sam 
Shepard) at the urging of her lover 
(Richard Gere), who hopes to profit 
by his demise—to the realm of 
grand tragedy 

While Malick’s cool detachment 
has been mistaken for superficiality 
tarted-up by a sumptuous mise-en- 
Pauline Kael memorably 
remarked of Days of Heaven that it 
resembles nothing so much as “an 
empty Christmas tree” because, as 








she put it, “you can hang all your 
dumb metaphors on it”—there’s a 
clarity and crispness throughout 
which betrays Malick as a director of 
hidden depths. 

The refreshingly impassive visual 
treatment of the lovers, placing them 
on par with the grubs in the fields in 
the overall cosmic hierarchy, sug- 
gests his adherence to a resolutely 
unromantic, even Heideggerian, 
conception of the natural world. 
Indeed the movie tends to shy away 
from the kind of soft-focus, gooey 
chocolate-box romanticism typical of 
most ‘60s and ‘70s costume drama, 
thankfully eschewing the, by-then, 
near-obligatory sequences of slow- 
motion running through open fields, 

Admittedly, the casting of Gere as 
a volatile, rough-and-tumble work- 
ing man gives the film more than a 
whiff of the woman’s wWeepie televi- 
sion “movie of the week,” for the 
most part defusing whatever intel- 
lectual pretensions it may have had, 
yet Linda Manz’s tough-talking 
street kid, who narrates (not always 
reliably) in voiceover, to some extent 
helps to reintroduce the ambiguities 
flattened out by Gere’s colossal self- 
regard. 

Despite the critical successes of 
The Thin Red Line and the recently 
released The New World (2005), Days 
of Heaven may remain Malick’s 
career-defining work. 

Asa textbook lesson in outdoor 
cinematography, it has few equals, 
but it’s the tantalizing hints of what 
lies below the surface that explain its 
enduring, compulsive fascination.

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Destiny fails The Promise

SOMETIMES WHEN AN ACCLAIMED 
director leaves too much to chance, 
an enchanting idea can fall strangely 
impotent. The highly anticipated 
Chen Kaige film The Promise pledges 
much but sees an overly romanti- 
cized design plagued with inconsis- 
tency as its most fateful theme. 
China’s official 2005 entry for the 
foreign language film Oscar, The 
Promise—set in the martial arts 
fantasy genre—follows the fates of 
three men who fall for a princess 
cursed by destiny and forbidden 
from true love. In a world 3,000 
years in the past, Goddesses.and 
man intertwine in bargains whose 
outcomes reach beyond death and 
life. Here, destiny plays-a key role in 
the plot, but in ways that reach past 
the inked concepts of script and 
actor. The film’s production pre-des- 


tiny appears hexed. 

A last minute change thankfully 
scrapped its exaggerated title of Mas- 
ter of the Crimson Armor. Then, a spat 
about distribution saw Warner Inde- 
pendent championing the film that 
had been unceremoniously dumped 
back to producers Moonstone by 
Weinstein Co., who before cutting 
ties, stamped their own designs on 
the film. Chen later professed that 
this version reflected a vision differ- 
ent from the one he had planned. 

The film boasts a budget of over 
$35 million, the most spent on a Chi- 
nese film, but the special effects are 
look cheap. Cartoonish and rushed, 
these sequences might still have 
been forgivable for true fans of the 
genre, but editing of headless horse- 
men proportions, under-punctuated 
action sequences, and the film’s 
overly charmed presentation mark 
the special effects as just another ele- 
ment to its grouping of failures. 

The editing of this version, 26- 
minutes shorter, flops thanks to tran- 


sition sequences so blatantly bad 
that it repeatedly becomes too diffi- 
cult to find any focused cinematic 
flow. Action sequences are disap- 
pointingly immature compared with 
the dazzling displays in Crouching 
Tiger or House of Flying Daggers. 

The Promise also fails in compari- 
son to these films in its presentation 
of reality. In fantasy, however 
absurd the premise, an element of 
reality must exist to connect the 
audiences to the characters; The 
Promise forgets the rule and so love 
seems unreal and anguish becomes 
overstated, and as such the charac- 
ters fail. Nevertheless, Hiroyuki 
Sanada (General), Jan Dong-Gun 
(Slave), Nicholas Tse (Duke of the 
North), and Cecilia Cheung 
(Princess) are each strong in their 

rformances and well cast, deliver- 
ing what depth was available to a 
script void of inspired dialogue. 

Chen describes this production as 
destiny at work, the film unfolding 
under a will of its own. But perhaps, 
less romantically, it is a tortuous 
example of what occurs when too 
many minds disturb one man’s 
humble creative process.

WITH THE BRITISH WORKING-CLASS 
flavor that made The Full Monty a 
sensation, Kinky Boots features a ball- 
sy performance by Chiwetel Ejiofor 
(Dirty Pretty Things) as Lola, the * 
proud cabaret singer who comes to 
the rescue of a venerable shoe facto- 
ry and its loyal family of workers. 
Serenity fans will recall Ejiofor’s 
role as The Operative, a cold-blood- 
ed killer who nonetheless had a 
sense of honor and a just-another- 
day-at-the-office air about him. The 
talented actor brings the same sense 
of purpose to transvestite Lola in 
Boots. When the young Lola is reject- 
ed by her bigoted father, who catch- 
es her with a prized set of red 
pumps, we see the origin of her steel 


backbone. She’s here, she’s queer, 
you'd better deal with it, dammit. 
The film other protagonist is 
young Charlie Price (Revenge of the 
Sith’s Joel Edgerton), son of Harold, 
a beloved institution in working- 
class Northamptonshire with his 
Price & Sons shoe factory and store 
and its sturdy working-class shoes 
and boots. The elder Price has an 
uncanny ability to end any opening 
speech sentence with “just like a pair 
of shoes,” his employees following 
lovingly right along. They also know 
that his son just doesn’t have the 
knack for making or selling shoes. 
When dad dies, he casts a long shad- 
ow, one constantly with Charlie as 
he deals with competition, potential 
receivership, and his fiancée Nicola 
(Jemima Rooper), who’s desperate to 
get him out of the sticks to hip Lon- 
don, shoes be damned. While there 
on business, he comes to Lola’s aid, 


noticing that the flimsy heels in her 
long red boots can’t comfortably 
support the male heel. He begins to 
see new life for the factory, with Lola 
as his right hand tranny. 

Just when it seems that Kinky 
Boots is going the easy comedy 
route, what with slack jaws in the 
factory at Lola’s first entrance and 
the attentions of blissfully clueless 
arm wrestling champ Don (Nick 
Frost), the script surprises with a few 
curves. Lola harbours uncharacteris- 
tic uncertainty, and Charlie, experi- 
encing growing pains moving into 
self-awareness, is not exactly full of 
gratitude for Lola’s help. Director 
Julian Jarrold keeps a nice come- 
dy/drama balance, even if scenes 
without Lola are slightly dimmer.

necessary: | didn’t give a hoot about 
this movie. It might have worked as 
a Jimmy Buffet music video— 
instead, it’s a meaningless feature 
film based on a Carl Hiaasen novel 
about meddling kids fighting the big 
ol polluting capitalist machine. 

The movie's hero Roy (the clear- 
eyed Logan Lerman, of Jack & 
Bobby fame) moves with his family 
from Montana to Florida, where he 
fails to fit in because he forgets to 
trade in his cowpoke jeans and plaid 
shirts for T-shirts and cargo shorts 
on the first day of school. During an 
altercation with the school bully on 
the bus, he spots a blond, barefoot 
boy (Cody Linley) on the sidewalk 
Keeping up with the vehicle ata 
breakneck run. Roy is intrigued. He 
chases the runner, and finds himself 
embroiled in a plot to save a nest of 


endangered burrowing owls from 
being demolished to make room for 
a Mother Paula’s Pancake House. 

The movie features the prettiest 
scenery Florida has to offer and a 
bouncy soundtrack by Jimmy Buffet, 
who is one of the executive produc- 
ers and stars as Roy’s Zen science 
teacher. Unfortunately, the tried- 
and-tired storyline (big corporations, 
bad! Fluffy animals, good!) and the 
cast of exceptionally cruel characters 
bulldoze over any budding enter- 
tainment value. 

Other than Roy (the movie's only 
rational character) and Officer 
Delinko (Luke Wilson hamming it 
up as a well-intentioned but incom- 
petent cop), the remaining roles are 
filled by crude caricatures with poor- 
ly drawn back stories, 

The main reason Hoot fails to 
deliver is because it can’t decide 
what side of fence it’s.on. The light- 
hearted kids-vs-The-Man part and 
the serious save-the-environment 
part rarely cohere, and the end result 


is a jumbled, awkward storyline 
puckered with tedious attempts at 
hilarity and jarring plot holes. One 
moment, the barefoot boy (named 
Mullet Fingers—after the fish, not 
the haircut) is pulling mischievous 
pranks like pulling out survey 
stakes, the next moment he’s threat- 
ening people with poisonous ser- 
pents. The measures meted out to 
the evil Pancake House employees, 
or anyone who gets in Mullet Fin- 
gers’ way, veer between the childish 
to the openly malevolent, crossing 
the boundaries of the kids-will-be- 
kids excuse. Far from being sympa- 
thetic, Mullet Fingers comes across 
not so much as a teen crusader but 
as a delusional fanatic. 

While Hoot offers nothing in the 
way of teen humour (no sex, fart, or 
poo jokes), it also offers nothing in 
the way of character development, 
meaningful discussion, or even envi- 
ronmental consciousness. Other than 
a catchy soundtrack, this movie 
offers absolutely nothing new, other 
than the discovery that Jimmy Buffet 
shouldn’t act in movies that he also 
produces. Hoot reaches new depths 
of irrelevancy.

SNAP shows printmaker’s dense dystopias

NOT AN IOTA OF PRECIOUSNESS DOGS 
the work of Florin Hategan. His 
intense visions are oddly whimsical 
in their bleakness, pregnant with a 
sense of meaning that always seems 
a couple steps ahead of a viewer's 
deciphering, and as dense with lines 
as the palm of a weathered crone. 

Hategan’s linocuts in 10 Steps 
occupy the centre of wide swaths of 
waxy white paper, and demonstrate 
their creator's meticulousness and 
proficiency. Many of the prints fea- 
ture a strange, text-like set of sym- 
bols that evoke a personal hiero- 
glyphic argot, and portray the kind 
of scenes that are born from haunted 
dreams. Hategan’s perspectives are 
skewed—more organically than 
mathematically—and his windows 
into his worlds are unforgiving, star- 
thing, and fascinating. 

“Home” seemingly depicts a rus- 
tic scene that crosses ancestral rever- 
ance with the desperation of a 
junkheap. A passive couple, sur- 


rounded by a stuffed shack that 
spills out onto a yard, peer out of the 
print, while a “robot” raps at the 
door and a monkey /baby thing 
folds in on itself on the lawn. “No 
Title” contains more of Hategan‘s 
robot-ish creations and could either 
contain series of causeways ina 
mythic urban setting or be a bunch 
of nonsensical conveyor belts, 
depicting mechanized metamor- 
phoses. Another piece is an antiquat- 
ed map of the “future,” and yet 
another suggests a ruptured cadaver 
of an animal that doesn’t exist. 

A feeling of displaced familiarity 
suffuses the claustrophobic work, 
making it both compelling and dis- 
quieting. It’s also extremely beauti- 
ful, especially the pieces that pop 
with dizzying, saturated colours in 
gorgeously unexpected juxtaposi- 
tions: purple paired with peach, hot 
pink with taupe, crimson with 
orange. 

“Up to now, everything was black 
and white,” observes Hategan. “This 
was my first time seeing them in 
colour—really brand new stuff for 
me. Before, | couldn't imagine them 
with it. Now, I tried to change 
myself. You have to evolve. My first 
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step is putting colour to the work. 
Switching worlds and times is an 
experience that can be damaging, 
but good, because its refreshing your 
work.” 

Part of the artist’s adherence to the 
starkness of black and white came 
simply from provenance. The 
Romanian-born Hategan lived an 
itinerant life over the years between 
the dissolution of the Iron Curtain 
and his settling near Toronto in 1994. 

“Linocut is the most easy tech- 
nique for printmaking. You can 
throw them around like paper, roll it 
up and take it with you,” he 
explains. “Everywhere I went, | had 
a linocut and knife. Plates I just 
found, everywhere. Linoleum is 
designed to be tough. You put it on 
the floor and walk on it. You can’t 
do this with, say, wood plates. 
Linoleum for me was the best tech- 
nique. Colour is more complicated— 
you need plates, a table. You need a 
studio.” 

Hategan will also admit to liking 
the physicality of linocuts. Though 
he begins each of his prints by 
drawing on the lino with a ballpoint 
pen, he contends that the highlight 
of the process for him is craving

“J don’t like to draw on paper, 
because there’s a difference if you're 
taking a pencil and drawing lines or 
taking a knife and carving into it— 
you are physically fighting for the 
line,” he asserts.

That dark nobility seems a fitting 
birth for Hategan’s pieces, with their 
pervading, obliquely allegorical 
melancholy and menace. 

“I come from this East European 
country, and the story is well-known 
over the world,” he sighs. “An

JUST A LITTLE OVER A MONTH AGO TIM 
Hus was overseas, playing his brand 
of terse, no-nonsense country music 
for the fine citizens of Germany. 
Always eager to check out the local 
country talent, Hus stepped into a 
bar to watch how musicians and 
crowds in the Fatherland handled 
the music he’s been playing all his 
life. 

“1 went out to see this roots band 
that’s been around for 30 years 
called Truckstop. The people that go 
to those shows...”"He trails off in 
bemusement. “The fans dress up, 
not only with cowboy boots and 
hats, but also spurs and chaps, and, 
uh, toy pistols. I’d:never seen that 
before—they can sure take it wild in 
thatsense.” 

Hus has centaiinly seen wild 
before—he’s pretty much a standard 
in small town Alberta, where the 
clichés of rough-edged country bars 
hold as true as ever. Toy pistols and 
chaps can’t really phase a guy who's 
played to an audience that quite 
often actually lives the life that he 
sings about. Truck’drivers, oil rig 
workers, rodeo riders—that's a big 
chunk of Hus’ constituency, and 
usually the phar that populate 
his songs. 

It might seem strange to think of 
Germans enjo' oS a spe- 
cific music, but 

“They have a huge ploy 


with the West and the whole cow- 
boy mythology, but they’re not real- 
ly under the impression that it’s all 
cowboys and rodeos,” he quickly 
adds. “I guess a close analogy would 
be the Society for Creative Anachro- 
nism over here—those guys wear 
chain mail armour and fight their

medieval wars, which would proba- 
bly be pretty weird over in Germany 
where there's a castle on every hill.” 


SMALL TOWN BORNE 

Despite his warm overseas wel- 
come-—Hus hopes to repeat the trip 
as soon as he can—he’s still commit- 
ted to the 200-some gigs he does 
yearly in small towns and cities 
across Canada. It’s where his heart 
is, and where he knows he'll always 
be welcome, even when country 
music spins out of fashion, as it reg- 
ularly does. 

“That's true,” he acknowledges, 


“and I feel very comfortable playing 
small towns. We're very well 
received in places like that. It’s a bit 
of a niche—I developed that idea, 
playing places no one will play. It 
really becomes an event for the 
town. Ina big city you get 50 to 100 
people, but you play a small town of 
600 and you get more because 
you’re not competing with anyone 
else.” 

It’s also a spiritual refueling point 
of sorts for the resident of Calgary. 
Like Stompin’ Tom, he sings about 
the plight of the common man, the 
trials and tribulations of blue collar 
working folk. 

Does that sound like the sort of 
hoary cliché that’s been running 
around at least as long as Merle 
Haggard was singing “Big City?” It 
sure is, but it’s also true. 

Hus is part of a lineage that 
stretches back a ways—the traveling 
folk/country singer, plain spoken 
and honest, singing “things that I 
know about.” It’s an ethos that’s 
served him well over two albums, 
and fans of Alberta Crude (2004) and 
Songs of Western Canada (2002) will 
be happy to know that the new 
album, Huskies & Husqvarnas, will 
follow the same formula.

After that, who 
knows? I just wanted to be able to do 
this trilogy of songs about stories 
that I felt needed to be written 
down,” he says simply. 

“Yd like to do a concept album at 
some point,” he muses. “I’m really 
drawn to som like that—like 
[Willie Nelson’s] Red Headed 
Stranger. I'm not a purist by any 
stretch—I enjoy lots of things, espe- 
cially stuff that’s original and quirky.

“STRONG DESIRE.” 

That's what Russell Mael says dri- 
ves him, one half of the amazing 
phenomenon that is Sparks, and his 
brother Ron to keep rocking with the 
same manic and exhausting energy 
that’s propelled them throughout 
their career—from their Californian 
beginnings in 1969 to today’s Hello 
Young Lovers, their 20th recording, 

There is no simple answer to sum 
up Sparks in a few hundred words

The lyrics are embell- 
ished by TV ad slogans and Mal- 
colm X speeches. Samples of funk 
lend the music a virulent quality. 








that to reach some people you first 
had to move their feet. With his 
broad knowledge of funk, jazz, and 
soul, Chuck succeeded—as he raps 
on “Bring the Noise’—to “rock 

the boulevard and treat it like a 
seminar.” 


LOUDER THAN BOMBS 

Realizing Chuck’s ideas on It 
Takes... are The Bomb Squad: Hank 
Shocklee, Keith Shocklee, and Eric 
“Vietnam” Sadler, a trio of unique 
sound engineers and producers. 
Technically speaking, none of them 
were musicians per se, but in prac- 
tice—judging by the music they cre- 
ated—they became a full-blown 
American Big Band, the bastard sons 
of Louis Armstrong’s Hot Five, 


Public Enemy’s political rhymes also 
differed greatly from those of most 
other rappers, who at the time were 
“talkin’ loud and sayin’ nothing.” 


Chuck D assumes the guise of The 
Subliminal Kid, broadcasting a tor- 
nado of sound down the streets, and 
the river of language pushes the 
word dust through an infernal 
music concocted from car horns and 
air hammers. 


REBEL WITHOUT A PAUSE 

When Public Enemy released 
their first record in 1987, they were 
regarded as the antithesis of estab- 
lished hip-hop. While other hip-hop- 
pers, like Eric B & Rakim or LL Cool 
J, invested in bling of increasing 
mass, Public Enemy consciously 
dressed down: they adopted the 
image of urban guerrillas rather than 
nouveau riche pimps. Public 
Enemy’s political rhymes, as packed 
with citations and factoids as your 
average college paper, also differed 
greatly from those of most other rap- 
pers, who at the time—to sample 
some James Brown—were “talkin’ 
loud and sayin’ nothing.” 

Front man Chuck D took the 
name of the group from an old 
James Brown number about heroin, 

“Public Enemy #1,” which not only 
represented the group’s stance on 
drugs, but also Presented young 
blacks as enemies of a white state. 
That Public Enemy themselves felt 
perceived as the enemies of white 
America was expressed by their 
logo—a member of the group 
caught in the crosshairs of a rifle. 

Chuck D (aka Carlton Ridenhour) 
is the son of civil rights activists, has 
a long and solid university educa- 
tion in African-American culture 
and history; a background that 
could have made him an averagely 
entertaining lecturer. As a DJ ata 

college radio station, Chuck learned 


Muddy Waters Blues Band, and The 
Meters. In the sense that William 
Burroughs’ objets d’art resemble 
books, The Bomb Squad’s chops 
made Public Enemy’s recordings 
resemble music. 

Thanks to the sampler, thakdigital 
examiner and re-constructor of his- 
tory, one can, during the span of a 
Public Enemy track, experience the 
atmosphere in a New Orleans studio 
in ‘69, a California studio in “76, a 
mosque somewhere in North Amer- 
ica, long dissipated radio broadcasts 
from the East Coast, a future down- 
town studio in New York, 1990, as 
well as the internal depths and infin- 
itesimal storage capacity of digital 
sound processors.

FORMED IN FEBRUARY OF 2001, GATE QUICK- 
ly made a name for themselves within 
ie s to community. Drsiing and 
heavy, the band’s more aggressive leanings 
were sharply offset by the melodic vocals of 
singer Teresa Brownrigg.

rs of hard work? “Well, it's been a long 
Ke years,” says Muir. “We've managed fo 
accomplish what we had hoped to when we 
started out. More than we had hoped to, 
really.” But with the impending departure of 
current drummer Chris Seguin, the ot only 
briefly tossed around the idea of continuing 
on before realizing that it simply wasn’t the 
right choice. 

“The timing really just worked out right fo 
end it. From a creative standpoint and a 
financial one, it just made sense to us. But we 
did have some new stuff recorded—we're 
going to post it on the website (www.gate- 
Fonelices| for our fans to download.” 

Muir is quick to stress that the break is 
entirely free from drama and acrimony. 
“Several of us already have other projects on 
the go, and you'll certainly be seeing our 
names popping up in Bog other’s work.” 
Muir cites Brownrigg’s ongoing solo work as 
a recent instance of collaboration. “I'll be 





playing bass on her stuff, and we'll be mix- 
ing it up all the time, staying friends and 
staying involved in each other's music.” 

Looking back on the last few years, Muir 
is hard-pressed to single out a career ps 
light. “Well, we got the opportunity to play 
with some great bands like 3 Inches of 
Blood, Breach of Trust, Birthday Massacre, 
and tons more. We put out two albums, got 
to play all over Western Canada. 

‘We had the opportunity to meet a lot of 
really great people that we never would 
have met otherwise, so that’s pretty cool, 
you know?”

Howling at the sun 
Sunset Rubdown escapes the clutches of Wolf Parade

IT'S FITTING THAT SUNSET RUBDOWN SONG- 
writer and front man Spencer Krug's other 
band is Sub Pop indie sensation Wolf 
Parade. Mingling with the two Montreal- 
based outfits, and with one bloody hand in 
Victoria's Frog Eyes, Krug could be prone to 
situational lycanthropy. 

“This wasn’t supposed to happen,” Krug 
declares. “With Sunset Rubdown, | thought it 
would be this loose, unstructured side pro- 
ject-band-collection-thing. It was just really 
natural to want fo hear the music live. Then 
fo want fo record it, So the natural thing to 
do is to put it on a label. Then you go tour. 
So it really pushes you to ‘you're a band’ 
status. Really, | never intended it to be a tra- 
ditional band.” 

He makes it sound inexorable and slightly 
tedious, like a music industry “let x = 
equation. Krug should take comfort in ¥é 


fact that Sunset Rubdown’s freshly released 


full-length, Shut Up | Am Dreaming, is a step 
or two away from the “traditional band” 
zone. 

Odd, orchestral pop run amok, the songs 
on Shut Up sound like someone punched a 
hole in the Beatles’ sound circa 1967, then 

ulled it inside out, so the guts of the melody 
hae ragged and visceral, over rhythmic 
elements at sound slightly wrong and eerie. 
Overtop that mangled calliope audio, 

Krug sings in his trembling, Broadway-in- 
another-dimension vocals, about his “wreck- 
ing ball” lover and other wounds, charting a 
course between redemption, elation, bleak- 
ness, and despondency through a graveyard 
of bent imagery. 

Krug contends it is pretty clear to him how 
to differentiate his songwriting between Wolf 
Parade and Sunset Rubdown. “The main 
variable is basically what band needs work. 
Wolf Parade records this summer, so after 
this tour I'll be writing more for them. It’s a 
natural thing.” 

There’s more to it, of course, than simply 
being part of the Life Cycle of An Indie Musi- 
cian. Krug seemingly has an underlying 






compulsion to charm a certain type of 
quirked-up pop song out of himself. 

“To play this music and hear it live the 
way | wanted to, it needed a band,” Krug 
explains 

“Once | knew | had a band, | started writ 
ing with the band in mind, rather than solo 
songs that I'd re-orchestrate for a band. Styl- 
istically, this is stuff | don't want to bend to 
the Wolf Parade formula—it's quieter, slow- 
er, weirder, more dynamic. 

“With Wolf Parade, it’s ‘pedal to the 
floor’ all the time. Sunset Rubdown has more 
space, and it’s a little more cerebral.”
